Iraqi Foreign Minister Hashim 
Jawad sent a message to the 
U.N. Security Council charging 
that the British moves are a 
threat to the peace and security 
of his country. 

Jawad said the “aggressive 
movements” by the British in 
the Kuwait area threatened the 
peace and security of the Middle 
East, He protested against what 
he called ‘‘the British demon- 
stration of force and acts of 
provocation which have created 
a state of high tension.” 

He said that Iraq is not ask- 
ing for a Security Council meet- 
ing at present. 

The movement of 3000 British 
soldiers, an aircraft carrier, two 
frigates and a tank-landing ship 
from England and Kenva was 
in response to a Christmas alert 
of units of Britain's strategic 
reserve, 

Britain refused to comment on

ships began steaming toward the 
Middle East after Iraqi Premier 
Abdul Karim Kassem repeated 
his assertions that Kuwait, which 
is on the Persian gulf south of 
Iraq, belongs to his country.

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Contamination of Milk Here 


By Soviet Fallout Shows Drop TO BE ENVOY CHOICE 


Content of Iodine From Nuclear Blasts 
Declines in St. Louis and Much 
of Nation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—Con- 
tamination of milk by radioactive 
iodine from recent Soviet nu- 


clear tests has dropped in St 
Louis and in much of the na- 
tion, 

A report issued today by the 
Public Health Service showed 
the average concentration of io 
dine 131 found in processed milk 
in the St. Louis area declined 
from 150 micromicrocuries a 
liter in October to 120 mmc. in 
November. 

Daily maximum and minimum 
levels of iodine content also fell 
in the two months, The max- 
imum reached in October was 
290 mmc. while in November. it 
was 200. The smallest concen- 
tration shown in October was 
80 mmc. November's low was 
30. 

Although the drop in the aver- 
age iodine level between October 
and November amounted to 20 
per cent, the difference between 
September and November was 
even greater. The average con- 
centration for November was 29 
per cent less than the Septem- 
ber average of 170 mmc. Highest 
daily reading in September was 
500 mmc., and the 
10. 

Disagreed on Danger Level. 

Iodine No. 131 is a radioactive 
substance resulting from nuciear 
testing. The Federal Radiation 
Council has said it can cause 
cancer of the thyroid gland, es- 
pecially in children, if absorbed 
in sufficient amounts.

He bitterly criticized Smith, 
saying, ‘‘He promised to main- 
tain peace. Is this the way he, 
does s0?’’ 

llunga was released after civil- 
ian U.N. officials intervened with 
the Swedish troops in his behalf, 
an official statement said. 

Brian Urquhart, U.N. repre- 
sentative in Elisabethville, said 
the incident last night was due 
to ‘‘a misunderstanding which 
the United Nations deeply re 
grets.”’ 

The Swedish soldiers were 
seized shortly after noon at the 
Elisabethville railway station 
where they had gone to obtain 
trucks to transport food from 
Jadotville and Northern Rhode- 
sia, Smith said.

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OLIN MATHIESON 
WORRIED ABOUT 
PLANT IN GUINEA

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—Olin 
Mathieson Chemical Corp. has 
notified the United States Gov- 
ernment that it may in the fu- 
ture decide to claim expropria- 
tion of its $72,000,000 aluminum 
plant investment in Guinea. 

A claim, if filed, would be 
against the United States, which 
has insured the investment un- 
der a government investment- 
guarantee program. For this in- 
surance against expropriation, 
the company has been paying a 
premium of one-half of 1 per 
cent, or $360,000 a year. 

The firm was formed in 1954 
in a merger of Olin Industries, 


Inc., of East Alton, Ill:, and the 
Mathieson Chemical Corp. of 
Baltimore. 


Represented by McCloy. 

The company has retained 
John J. McCloy, until recently 
President Kennedy's special ad- 
viser on disarmament, to rep- 
resent it in delicate negotiations 
with the government of Guinea 
and in dealings with the State 
Department. 

Olin Mathieson’s investment is 
a 48.5 per cent interest in a 
$150,000,000 mining and refining 
operation at Fria. The rest of 
the consortium’s capital is sup- 
plied by French, Swiss, British 
and West German companies. 

The Fria company began min- 
ing bauxite in April 1959 in 
Guinea and started production of 
alumina, a stage in the produc- 
tion of metallic aluminum, last 
April. The plant is now operat- 
ing at capacity, 480,000 metric 
tons of alumina a year. 

Curbs on Currency.

strictions, which made impos- 
sible the purchase of fuel, raw 
materials and other operating 
necessities, the company told 


the Post-Dispatch. 

It added that negotiations still 
were under w and that the 
company hoped to reach a satis- 
factory agreement with the gov- 
ernment of Guinea.

TRIED TO SET UP

NEW DELHI, Dec. 28 (UPI)— 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru 
said today that the United States 
had tried but failed to get Por- 
tugal to negotiate its Goa dis- 
pute with India. 

Nehru said in a press confer- 
ence that the United States Gov- 
ernment had made eleventh-hour 


| attempts to persuade Portugal to 


start talks that would have 
stopped India’s armed seizure of 
the Portuguese enclave. He said 
Portugal refused to negotiate. 
Nehru India had 


said sent 


| complaints to Lisbon about Por- 


tuguese actions in Goa. He said 
some “vague messages’ were 
received but that India’s army 
had set the date for the invasion. 


No Hope for Solution.’ 

‘The messages came so late 
that it was almost physically im- 
possible to reverse the process,”’ 
he said. ‘‘But even then if there 
ad been some hope, I would 
have stopped it. But there was 
no such hope and so action 
started.” 


He indicated that India might 
have to use similar tactics to 
try to regain border territory 
occupied by the Communist Chi- 
nese. He said a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute over the 
Ladhak area still was possible, 
but that Peiping had not lived 
up to treaties between the two 
countries. 

Nehru said he never doubted 
that he had ‘‘full justification” 
for using armed force to take 
(,0a. 

‘Nothing in the 14 years ol 
independence has excited and 
thrilled the people in India as 
the liberation of Goa,’’ Nehru 
said. ‘‘There is no doubt in my 
mind of the full justification for 
use of force against Portugal.”’ 

Referring to the criticism and 
reaction to India’s action, Nehru 
said most of the African-Asian 
countries rejoiced while many 
Western nations were Critical. 

White-Black Division, 

‘I. don’t like this division of 
opinion (between) white and 
black,” he said. ‘‘My being 
preached at about nonviolence by 
people who know nothing about it 
is amazing.”’ 

The Prime Minister, speaking 
often with force and anger and 
occasionally pounding the table, 
said that every tonga walla 
(horsecart driver) and clerk in 
India welcomed the liberation of 
Goa. He said that “it appears 
to us a monstrous imposition

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Lack of Action Could Prevent Move

A NEW OFFICIAL NOTE from the Belgian government added 
to the sense of anxiety and doubt in western Europe yesterday 
over the outlook for the European Common Market. 


The confidential Belgian note | 
was delivered Tuesday to the 
ambassadors of the five other 
members of the European Eco 
nomic Community in Brussels 
The note is known to have ex- 
pressed concern at the conse- 
quences of a failure of the mem- 
bers to take the necessary un- 
animous vote by New Year's 
eve to move to the second stage 
of the Common Market.

AT STAKE,: essentially, is the 
image of the Common Market 
and the will and ability of Eur 
ope to move toward unity. 

The first stage of the Common 
Market ends at midnight New 
Year's eve. Under the 1957 treaty 
of Rome, if there is no unani- 
mous vote to move to the second 
stage, the first stage is extended 
automatically for another year 
Further tariff-cutting stops, and 
the basic timetable of the treaty 
is prolonged by at least a year, 
possibly three years.

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A Favor From Castro 


North Americans who consider the Organi- 
zation of American States a reluctant dragon 
where Cuba is concerned misconstrue the 
purpose of the OAS. Its critics in this coun- 
try want intervention in Cuba, yet interven- 
tion is one tactic which the hemispheric 
agency is committed to oppose. 

Knowing this, the Kennedy Administration 
is working on a hopeful approach to the OAS 
foreign ministers meeting in Uruguay next 
month. One proposal is for the 21 republics 
to call upon Cuba to submit to inter-American 
discipline and obligations; <nother is to es- 
tablish an OAS mechanism to control Commu- 
nist subversion in other republics. 


Neither of these measures means interven- 
tion in Cuba’s domestic affairs. The effect 
of the first is to give Cuba the choice of get- 
ting out of the American good neighborhood. 
The effect of the second is to identify Cuba 
as a Communist state and to put hemispheric 
opinion on notice of the fact. The effect of 
both is to isolate Cuban end Communist influ- 
ences within the New World. This should be 
the foundation of our Cuban policy.

Those who want the OAS to adopt a tough 
policy are asking for the ineffective or the 
impossible. Economic sanctions, for exam- 
ple, would not interrupt Cuba’s ties with the 
Communist bloc on which the island is al- 
ready dependent anyway. A blockade would 
be an act of war without specific warlike 
provocation, and neither the United States 
nor other OAS members would countenance 
it. But the members should be able to agree 
that Castroism must not infect the security 
and freedom of the sister republics through 
their own disunity and uncertainty. 

The OAS requires 14 of the 21 votes to act 
against a member. Thirteen states have 
broken relations with Cuba, so some action 
is probable. Moreover, the OAS council voted 
by 14 to 2 for Colombia’s request to consider 
subversion and possible threats to peace 
emanating from outside the hemisphere and 
involving Cuba. But Mexico voted No and 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile were among the 
five abstentions. Action intended to warn 
the American peoples will not be meaning- 
ful unless it involves the larger nations. 

President Kennedy observed this practical 
problem during successful visits to Colombia 
and Venezuela and tackled it in talks with 
Argentina’s President Frondizi. The latter 
is believed to have explained that his people 
would not support direct action against “pos- 
sible” threats to peace arising far away. Con- 
sequently the Administration devised its pres- 
ent approach to secure the broadest inter- 
American agreement. 

* * . 


Perhaps the greatest assistance to the 
United States came from Fidel Castro him- 
self. Unaccustomed as he is to doing us a 
favor, his long Dec. 2 speech to the effect 
that he would be “a Marxist-Leninist until 
the last day of my life’ was exactly that. It 
occurred only three days before the prelim- 
inary OAS conference. It was a frank ad- 
mission that Cuba is not the independent lit- 
tle country fighting big imperialists that it 
pretended to be, but has become an ally of 
a foreign bloc hostile to American freedom. 

Castro's defiance of ‘he inter-American se- 
curity system is one which the OAS cannot 
reasonably ignore, but the warning still has 
to be brought home to some of the sister re- 
publics. United States policy must make sure 
that this is done. The Administration plan for 
the coming OAS meeting is well devised to 
isolate Castroism in this hemisphere. 


Seasonal Ledger 


At this time of year it is suitable to count 
up the Christmas card ledger, noting the num- 
ber received (92), the number mailed (88), 
the deficit of those to whom we should have 
sent cards but did not and must next year, 
and the surplus of cards sent to people who 
did not reciprocate but cannot be crossed off 
our list while the Christmas spirit endures. 
We may also note the various ratios of Cur- 
rier and Ives reproductions, the Santas climb- 
ing into chimneys too small for their girth, 
the Grandma Moses (rest her soul), and the 
increasingly popular abstractions, which show 
a matter of opinion. 

This year there was a slight change in 
usual reception, which confirms the UNICEF 
report of a doubled sale of cards sold for the 
U.N. Children’s Fund. The rate of UNICEF 
cards received rose by more than 50 per cent. 
Whether this was because of Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy’s example, as UNICEF believes, or 
because of the criticism of the cards by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, we 
do not know. Many senders evidently thought 
the cards were unusual; most undoubtedly 
wanted to help children. In any case, the 
greetings in five languages were a fine way 
to express hope for a better year. 


Races for the Senate 


The composition of Congress in the second 
half of President Kennedy’s first term will be 
affected by decisions now in the making. Re- 
cent announcements of more than statewide 


_ interest bear upon this, one being the state- 


ment of Representative Alford of Arkansas 
that he will run for Governor next year, the 
other the news that Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Ribicoff will be avail- 
able for the senatorial nomination from 
Connecticut. 

Mr. Alford’s decision removes him as a 
possible opponent of Senator Fulbright, who 
is up for re-election next year. It suggests 
that Gov. Faubus, who has served four terms, 
will be Mr. Fulbright’s opponent. We hope 
these maneuvers will improve Mr. Fulbright’s 
already good chances for re-election. From 
the viewpoint of United States foreign policy 
he is the most valuable member of the Sen- 
ate, and it would be a national tragedy if he 
were defeated. We find it hard to believe 
that Arkansas would besmirch itself by send- 
ind Gov. Faubus to Washington. 

Mr. Ribicoff, a former Governor of Con- 
necticut, is pictured as undecided whether 
he can best serve the Administration in the 
Senate or in the Cabinet. That is indeed a 
difficult question, since he is the sort of 
man who would be effective in any position. 
Probably some broad political strategy is in- 
volved here; John Bailey of Connecticut, an 
architect of Mr. Kennedy’s victory last year, 
is Democratic national chairman. Mr. Ribi- 
coff’s opponent would be Senator Prescott 
Bush, a conservative Republican. 

It has been understood for some time that 


Mr. Ribicoff wants a seat on the Supreme’ 


Court when a vacancy occurs. This would 


not necessarily be affected by his decision 
to accept the Senate nomination if it is of- 
fered. The President’s desire is likely to pre- 
vail, in any event. It could be wished that 
he had as much influence in Arkansas. 


Help for Library, Museum, Zoo 


St. Louisans are proud of the City Art 
Museum, the Zoo and the Public Library. 
Each, after its fashion, has a national reputa- 
tion, and each provides outstanding opportu- 
nities for education and entertainment. Each 
one also is in trouble—money trouble. This 
can be remedied on Jan. 23 if the voters will 
approve modest increases in the taxes on 
which the institutions depend. 

The City Art Museum now gets 2 cents on 
every $100 of assessed valuation just as it 
did when it was established more than half-a- 
century ago. In the last decade this has 
meant an average of a little more than $332,- 
523 a year, about one-third of the cost of cur- 
rently necessary repairs and improvements. 
Chiefly through the sale of reproductions, an 
extra $51,000 a year has been raised, and the 
Friends of the Museum have given generous- 
ly. But an extra $260,000 a year, roughly, 
will be needed through the next decade to 
maintain the museum’s standards. 

The story of the zoo is much like that of 
the museum. It has the same 2-cent tax 
base, although it has been able to raise, on 
average over the last 10 years, an extra 
$237,123.93 through the operation of refresh- 
ment stands, the sale of souvenirs and the 
like. Yet, its total income in the next decade, 
according to conservative estimates, will be 
running about $272,220 a year under require- 
ments. Here, too, an admmission fee has 
been considered and rejected. There should 
be no charge for the pleasure afforded by 
the zoo—especially to children. As in the 
case of the museum, a 2-cent increase in the 
tax rate is the real remedy. 

The Public Library and its branches, circu- 
lating about 3,000,000 books a year and pro- 
viding many other services, represent a much 
more widespread and more expensive opera- 
tion than either the museum or the zoo. In 
the last fiscal year, the library’s expenditures 
ran to $1,785,021.91. As a free library, it 
cannot consider fees as a means of meeting 
expenses. Yet its tax support also is running 
sadly behind needs. The pinch not only pre- 
cludes desirable expansion, but also forces 
unwise delays in normal maintenance. So 
the ballots will carry a proposal for raising 
the library’s tax base from 10 to 15 cents. 

St. Louisans need not be reminded of the 
value of their library, museum and zoo; but 
it does seem that some of them need to be 
reminded of their obligation to support them. 
Through years of rising costs, needs have 
been neglected. Devoted directors have 
skimped and scrimped. But there is a limit 
to that, and it has been reached. A modest 
increase in revenues is essential if the three 
are to sustain the pride taken in them by the 
people of St. Louis. 


The Plains of Africa 

A rather unusual recommendation for im- 
proving the diet of Africans has been made 
by Mr. and Mrs. Lee Talbot of Berkeley 
(Calif.), who lived for three years on the 
plains of Kenya and Tanganyika studying the 
habits of wild animals. The Talbots were 
sponsored by several reputable scientific or- 
ganizations, so their findings have weight. 
Their work has been praised by scientists. 

Their conclusion is that from the stand- 
point of meat production and soil conserva- 
tion it would be better to have ‘controlled 
harvesting” of wild animal herds than to raise 
domestic cattle. Mr. Talbot estimates that 
from 11,000 to 16,000 pounds of meat could 
be produced from cattle on a square mile in 
the areas surveyed, but that on the same 
kind of land up to 100,000 pounds of meat 
could be obtained from game animals. 

The findings of the Talbots indicate why 
this is so. Each of 20 grass-eating animals 
in the area eats different species and sizes 
of grass. The wildebeeste (or gnu), for ex- 
ample, eats five types of grasses but only 
when they are short. The topi, another an- 
telope, eats grass when it is longer. All 
the vegetation is used by the wild animals, 
while domestic cattle eat limited varieties, 
leading to overgrazing and soil erosion. 

The Talbots concede that acting on their 
findings would raise sociological, economic 
and political problems. In many pastoral 
tribes cattle are the symbol cf wealth and 
prestige. It might be no more practical in 
Africa to harvest wild animals on a perma- 
nent basis than it would be to return the 
bison to the American plains. But knowledge 
such as the Talbots obtained should be use- 
ful in any land-use planning. 


Challenging the Old Reliable 


Louis Glaser of Charlottesville (Va.) has 
a point, we think, in his complaint to the 
Federal Trade Commission. Mr. Glaser makes 
old-fashioned quill pens and says he recently 
came upon a scoundrel selling ball-point pens 
with goose feathers attached, as if they were 
the genuine article. Since Mr. Glaser sells 
about 1800 genuine quill pens to the Supreme 
Court each year he is naturally sensitive 
about new-fangled substitutes. The Court 
has officially used quill pens since the early 
1800s and no doubt will continue to the end 
of time. Things might have been different 
if Thomas Jefferson, who used a goose quill 
and invented almost everything, had thought 
of a ball-point. Civilization would be much 
further advanced today. 


Recalcitrant Prince 


The pro-Western Premier of Laos, Prince 
Boun Oum, seems to have dimmed hopes for 
the formation of a coalition government. 
Months of maneuvering by Laotian politicians 
and negotiating by foreign diplomats pre- 
ceded Wednesday's scheduled meeting at 
Vientiane among Prince Boun Oum, neutral- 
ist Prince Phouma and pro-Communist Prince 
Souphanouvong. But when the latter two 
princes arrived in Vientiane Prince Boun 
Oum failed to meet them. They paid a cour- 
tesy call on him, and he said that as far as 
he was concerned that was the end of it. 

Naturally, diplomats were depressed, for a 
good measure of agreement had been reached 
between the big powers on Laos. The three 
princes agreed in October to form a cealition 
government, and were to discuss appoint- 
ments at the meeting. Perhaps Prince Boun 
Oum will reconsider, although his question- 
ing of Prince Phouma’s neutrality does not 
prompt optimism. A coalition cannot satisfy 
everyone, ‘but it is better than chaos,

Call-Up of Reserves 


and Berlin 


President Eisenhower and General Taylor Disagreed on Ground War in Europe

President Kennedy stated recently 
that an idle, chilled and reluctant con- 
script at a remote wind-swept army 
post is rendering to his country the 
same kind of service as a Strategic 
Air Command A-bomber standing at 15- 
minute alert at Omaha. 

This is graphic and good for the 
morale of reserves called to active 
duty who are now complaining that 
they are wasting their time without 
adequate weapons or facilities, and no 
action in prospect. 

It is graphic, but is it a sound com- 
parison? That is the problem. It has 
been the problem

dent, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the 
of loyal army man, 
Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, called up 
the reserves for 
possible action in a 
limited war with the Soviet Union, or 
with the Chinese Communists in Asia. 


For it was contended then and it is 
contended by some now that calling 
up the reserves was wasteful, impru- 
dent and archaic. 


Poorly. trained, poorly equipped, 
grumbling national guardsmen without 
a mission can hardly be compared to 
the B-52 ready for instant take-off at 
the Offutt SAC base with a pair of 
thermonuclear 15-megaton bombs 
marked for the Sverdlovsk industrial 
complex in the Urals. 

Dwight Eisenhower said we never 
would think of fighting a ground war 
over Berlin. He is believed to have 
been interested in reducing the ground 
commitment around Berlin. He acted 
to reduce the costs of maintaining 
abroad the families of American serv- 
ice men. He had his mind on air war

All this was reversed when Presi- 
dent Kennedy took office. The cutback 
in expenditures for service men’s fam- 
ilies was canceled. ‘Limited war,” 
guerrilla war, ‘‘para-military opera- 
tions’’ commanded attention in the 
White House. The Berlin garrison was 
increased by 1500 troops. Some 155,- 
000 guardsmen and reserves were 
called up. 

Now, President Kennedy says: ‘‘It 
is our hope to get these men out before 
their 12 months period. . . . We are 
going to get them out as quickly as we 
can.” 

They are going to be got out and 
then the President is expected to rec- 
ommend that the regular army be in- 
creased by two divisions. The total 
annual cost of maintaining the military 
establishment will be pushed up to 50 
billion dollars and perhaps more. 

Under conditions not dissimilar, 
Eisenhower refused to increase the 
size of the army beyond 870,000 men. 
This so incensed a dutiful, brave sol- 
dier wholly dedicated to buiding up

Joseph Kraft.

Joe Kraft is one of that fast. dis- 
appearing breed of journalists — the 
crusader with a sense of the incon- 
gruous. 


The author writes penetratingly about 
human frailties and political legerde- 
main alike, Having lived in France, 
traveled behind Algerian guerrilla 
lines, and absorbed the views of French 
officials and settlers he is well quali- 
fied to treat ‘with the complex issues 
surrounding the Algerian problem. 

Mr. Kraft dissects and analyzes the 
inner workings of the European settler 
movement, the social changes which 
are mother to the Algerian nationalists, 
the gropings of political, formations in 
the Fourth Republic, and the messianic 
complex which explain the animus of 
the French Army professional in Al- 


ALGERIA, by 
(Doubleday, 263 pgs., 


geria. Throughout his study, the author 
offers an overpowering array of 
maxims straight from the lips of the 
leading protagonists. These serve as 
serviceable aids for understanding 
their desperation. 

Thus, he cites the bitter grief of a 
Moslem novelist concerning the dis- 
advantages even of the educated Al- 
gerians in a European-dominated socie- 
ty: ‘‘l am a one-eyed man in the realm 
of the blind, but I am not king.” 

Of the unfeeling nature of the Euro- 
pean settler, he quotes from a hero in 
a Camus novel: ‘‘Mother died today— 
or maybe: yesterday.” 

Of the zeal of the French Army pro- 
fessional who finds that fighting is his 
steady diet, and defeat his dessert: 
“We are the missionaries of a new 
gospel—victory.”’ 

Mr. Kraft finds Algeria a land of 
passions, where too many destinies are 


the size and firepower of the United 
States Army that he got out as chief 
of staff. Now that same soldier 
Taylor, is in the White House as Presi- 
dent. Kennedy's military adviser. 

The Berlin crisis hasn't passed 
problem hasn't been settled. War may 
be no less likely than it was when the 
reservists were called up. Yet they 
are now to be gotten out of uniform 
as quickly as possible. They had no 
war to fight. If there had been a war, 
it will always be a question whether 
they would have fought it or it would 
have been fought by those SAC bomb- 
ers on 15-minute alert at Omaha. 

It is being said that the call-up of the 
reserves, the increase in the strategic 
bomber alert, the increases ordered in 
Polaris and some classes of Minute- 
man missile production, may have 
played their part in convincing Pre- 
mier Khrushchev that President Ker- 
nedy meant.business when he said we 
would stand firm in Berlin. 

This may be so. It could 
so that calling out the reserves was a 
useless and costly exercise which onlv 
showed that the United States cannot 
rely on archaic ideas of how a war 
will be fought with. the Soviet Union. 
There is no proof on either side af the 
argument. 

Fortunately, nothing happened in the 
frantic period of the reserve call-up. 
The Kennedy Administration has moved 
back a step toward the Eisenhower 
concept of how the issue wilb-be 
joined, if it ever is, in Berlin. ~ Mr. 
Kennedy states his resolve to-wse 
atomic weapons, if need be. 

The President, however, still tatks 
of the third choice, the limited. War 
which does not force a choice betWéen 
humiliation and holocaust. This -will 
be the reason for the two added regu- 
lar army divisions. 

It is the more expensive way and 
President Kennedy hopes it is the safer 
way. Gen. Taylor rather than Gen. 
Eisenhower is having his way.

Party Food 
Suggestions

A CLOCK CHIMES, bells ring, 
whistles shrill, you kiss the one 
who is dearest to you—and a 
new year arrives. 

No wonder New Year's eve is 
one of the gayest nights of the 
year; it is a sort of a Gouble 
celebration. Not only does it wel- 
come the next 12 months, but 
it is the last big fling of the 
holidays. Since it falls on Sun- 
day this year, there will be even 
more house parties than usual. 
House parties big and small; 
house parties formal and casual; 
house parties which call for 
widely differing menus. They 
will have one thing in common, 
however—each will include some 
beverage (alcoholic or non-alco- 
holic) with which to toast 1962. 

Here is a fun party for hostess 
and guests—and part of the fun 
comes from the ease with which 
unusually good refreshments are 
served. This punch, unlike most, 
gives guests a choice of flavor 
in the finished drink. The base, 
quickly stirred up with frozen 
juice concentrate and tea, 1s 
ready in a large bowl. The fruits 
for garnish are handily speared 
on skewers set right in the 
punchbow!l, the decanters set for 
pouring. Guests help themselves, 
assembling punch mixed just to 
their taste. 

A platter of stuffed pancakes 
makes the perfect contrast for 
gay fruit and punch. These rich 
pancakes, filled with a variety 
of savory meats, may be served 
as three-bite-sized nibbles or as 
an elegant main course. They 
blend ground beef and peppers 
for superb flavor; or lamb and 
oregano and delicate white pig- 
nola or pine nuts (substitute 
almonds if you prefer); or 
chicken and mushrooms and a 
creamy binding ‘sauce. With their 
made-at-the-last-minute look and 
taste, Stuffed Pancake Foldovers 
keep the secret that they were 
made in advance 

The pancakes themselves may 
be made well in advance of holi- 
day festivities, to await the New 
Year in the freezer. Make fill- 
ings ahead too, then simply 
warm the pancakes, covered, in 
a low oven. They fold more 
easily when warm. Fill, and 
arrange on a serving platter. 
These will add a chic and de- 
licious note to a New Year's 
celebration, whether they are 
served as small finger foods or 
in main-course-sized portions. 


Stuffed Pancake 
Foldovers. 


Pancakes: 

Three and one-half cups pan- 
cake mix. 

Two eggs. 

One-fourth cup oil. 

One-third cup milk or water. 

Prepare pancakes as directed 
on package adding extra eggs, 
oil and liquid as listed above. 
Bake in three or six inch rounds, 
on a griddle or crepes pan. 

Yield: four dozen small pan- 
cakes, two dozen large. 

To keep warm for stuffing and 
serving, place flat on a cookie 


sheet with layers of foil between mix with the liquor 


pancake layers. Pancakes stay 
moist and flexible when covered 
and sealed with a top layer of 
foil. Set in a very low oven. 

To freeze, again seal top foil 
cover to edges of cookie sheet. 
At serving time, remove from 
the freezer and place in a low 
oven until warm through.

One pound ground beef. 

One onion, chopped. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth cup chopped red 
and green peppers. 

Dash pepper. 

One-fourth cup condensed 
cream of celery soup.

One onion, chopped. 

One-fourth cup pine nuts (pig- 
nola)*. 

One-fourth teaspoon oregano. 

One-half teaspoon salt.

One-fourth cup condensed 
cream of celery soup. 

*Pine nuts may be purchased 
in some importing or gourmet 
foods stores. If desired, almonds 
may be substituted. 

Chicken-Mushroom Filling: 

One pound chopped cooked 
chicken.

One-fourth cup chopped mush- 
rooms. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Dash pepper. 

One-fourth cup condensed 
cream of celery soup,

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‘OUNDATION AID 


NEW YORK, Dec. :28 (AP)— 
The Ford Foundation announced 
today an effort to help selected 
American cities attack the 
“human problems”’ of slums and 
other deteriorating sections. 

Oakland, Calif., has been 
selected as the first city in the 
program. The foundation said 
$2,000,000 has been earmarked 
for local projects, research and 
evaluation in Oakland 

Dyke Brown, a vice president 
of the foundation, said the key 
to the effort is co-ordination 
of local government agencies 
and private organizations. ‘‘to 
confront human problems in the 
declining areas of large cities 
at least as rapidly as, and hope- 
fully quicker than, the pace of 
physical urban renewal.”’ 

He said these problems in- 
clude the adjustment of new 
immigrants—especially members 
of racial minorities—to urban 
life, poor school performance 
and high schoo! dropout rates, 
unemployment, family instabil- 
ity, a high number of single- 
parent families, and higher-than- 
average rates of juvenile delin- 
quency and infant and adult 
mortality 

In Oakland, the foundation-as- 
sisted plan includes participation 
by four levels of government— 
the city, Alameda county 
(through the county probation 
and health departments), the 
state (through the California 
Youth Authority), and the Board 
of Education. The private or 
ganizations directly involved are 
the Council of Social Planning 
and the Bay area Urban League. 

The Oakland plan includes ex- 
perimental programs in health, 
education, recreation, probation, 
youth employment, and other 
services, community organiza- 
tion, and leadership develop- 
ment. 

Among the reasons for ap- 
proval of Oakland's application, 
Brown said, was the existence 
of Associated Agencies, a work- 
ing committee of public and pri- 
vate agencies to co-ordinate ef- 
forts in handling tensions and 
delinquency in depressed neigh- 
borhoods. 


CHICAGO COUNCIL 
VOTES NEW MOVIE 
CENSORSHIP LAW 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP)—The 
Chicago City Council passed a 
movie censorship ordinance yes- 
terday to replace one ruled un- 
Constitutional by the United 
States Supreme Court in 1959. 

The ordinance was approved 
39 to 3 after two amendments 
were added. One amendment 
exempts newsreels from censor- 
ship, the other eliminates lan 
guage which the council decided 
was too vague 

The new ordinance gives a 
gix-member police censor board 
@uthority to ban certain movies 
for showing to persons under | 
years of age and to forbid en- 
tirely the showing of other 
movies on the ground that they 
are obscene. 

An adverse, decision on a 
movie may be appealed by a 
motion picture distributor to a 
mewly created five-member ap- 
peal board.

One new active case of tuber- 
culosis was discovered.

The mobile unit made more 
than 4000 X-rays in November. 
Thirty-two films showed signs of 
tuberculosis and fifty-five showed 
serious chest pathology. 

Persons having negative films 
were notified after the films had 
been interpreted. Those whose 
films disclosed a suspicion of 
tuberculosis or other chest dis- 
orders were notified by the 
Health Department to have addi- 
tional tests. 

The next mobile unit survey 
be made in the city and is 
scheduled to begin in February 
and end in June. The survey will 
be directed at areas and groups 
which have shown an increase in 
tuberculosis in past years. 

[he proposed schedule must 
not be considered a fixed pro- 
gram,’ a spokesman said. ‘‘We 
are repeatedly evaluationg the 
groups and areas into which we 
go. We must search out those 
areas where tuberculosis check- 
ups are a rare thing. This is 
where we usually find the most 
tuberculosis,” a TB spokesman 
said.

Salary Trouble in Nursing Field 


By Patricia McCormack 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (UPI) 

MANY WOMEN in white have 
reason to sing the blues about 
their economic condition, the 
American Nurses’ Association 
says. 

The A.N.A. fears that anemic 
salaries paid general duty nurses 
in non-Governmental hospitals 
will mean some patients just 
won't get good nursing care 
when they need it. The associa- 
tion reports that poor salaries in 
professional nursing also are 
responsible, to some extent, for 
a decline in the percentage of 
young people turning to this 
field. 

In a new study—‘'Good Nurs- 
ing Care, Is It There When You 
Need It?’’—the A.N.A. reported 
that the protessional nurse on 
general duty in the typical hos- 
pital earns $3800 a year. This 
compares with $5215 on the aver- 
age for a school teacher and 
$4730 for a factory worker. 

The national survey found evi- 
dence that some general duty 
nurses in non-Governmental! hos- 
pitals have deserted the bedside 
for the more financially reward- 
ing care of patients in Govern- 
ment hospitals.

A spot check of non-Govern- 
mental hospitals showed that 20 
per cent of the budgeted posi- 
tions for professional nurses are 
unfilled. 


There are 504,000 active and 
200,000 inactive nurses in the na- 
tion. Among the inactives are 
some who stay at home because 
there's not enough left in salary 


to make work worth-while after 
paying someone to care for the 
children, the A.N.A. asserted. 

The Public Health Service rec- 
ommends 300 nurses per 100,000 
population. As matters now 
stand, the’ supply of active 
nurses is equivalent to °57 full- 
time nurses per 100,000 popula- 
tion. 


‘All too often there just aren’t 
enough professional nurses to 


give you or any individual pa- | 


tient the care you want and 
should have,” the A.N.A. said. 

‘‘Low salaries and poor em- 
ployment conditions are two big 
reasons. Wherever employed, 
the nurse is low woman on the

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WHEN A RADIATOR thai has 
previously operated in a satis- 
factory manner stops giving off 
the required amount of heat, the 
chances are that the trouble has 
something to do with air inside 
the radiator. 

In a steam system, a radietor 
will contain air when it is cool. 
When the steam comes up, the 
small air valve on the side of 
the radiator is supposed to open 
so that the air can be pushed out 
by the steam. This allows the 
steam to displace the air in the 
radiator. 

If there is something wrong 
with the air valve and it doesn’t 
open up to allow the air to es- 
cape, the air must remain in the 
radiator. The steam does not 
have enough pressure to com- 
press the air in the radiator so 
that the radiator doesn’t get any 
or very much steam and there- 
fore not much heat, The solution 
is to fix the air valve. Some- 
times it may just need a clean- 
ing and this can be done by tak- 
ing it off the radiator and soak-

line. You may, however, find 
that the air valve is just worn 
out and must be replaced. 

In a hot water system the en- 
tire system is full of water but 
as the water is heated in the 
boiler it will release the air it 
contains and this will get into 
radiators. The more air a radia- 
tor contains the less water it 
can hold and this means a de- 
crease in heat output. The solu- 
tion here is to vent the radiator 
so that it will just contain water 
and no air. This is done by open- 
ing the air valve on the side of 
the radiator and allowing the air 
to escape as water is added to

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YEARS OLD... 
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ocean. Hot lava and hot cinders 
come from the craters, but they 
are cooled in a hurry by the 
Water. 

lt is rare for the cinders to 
be blown above the surface, but 
that has happened from time to 
time. People have watched such 
events, and have seen material 
rise hundreds of feet in the air. 

One case of the kind took 
place near the Samoan Islands 
9 years ago. Pieces of rock 
were thrown to a height of al- 
most half a mile above the sur- 
face. 

The Samoan Islands are lo- 
cated south of the equator, in a 
section of the Pacific known as 
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“I wrote to sixteen colleges, 
and this one has the best rat- 
ing—-1,479 boys and 215 girls.” 


The formation of the islands 
took place in the distant paat. 
The eruption I have mentioned 
is the only one known to have 
taken place for 200 years but 
craters of quiet volcanoes rise 
above several of the 14 islands in 
the proup. 

Q. How big are the Samoan 
Isjands, and what kind of peo- 
ple live there? 

A. Taken together, these is- 
lands have an area of 1200 square 
miles. The population is above 
100.000 

The Samoan natives have been 
called ‘‘the most perfect type 
of Po'vnesians.’’ Their skins are 
light brown, and they are well 
formed. The men have an aver- 
age height of 5 feet and 10 
inches. 

The widely known author, Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson, spent the 
later years of his life on the Sa- 
moan Islands. He lies buried on 
one of them. 
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
